THE IDEA OF Library Technology Reports 

came out of a direct query to American Hbrarians in a series of regional 
meetings. Librarians were asked how ltp could improve and expand its 
services to the library profession. The response: "Make ltp a clearinghouse 
for the collection and dissemination of information on a wide variety of 
library equipment and operations. Create an information service on a 
standing-order basis which will make it easier for librarians to keep abreast 
of developments in library technology.” 










WHAT THE Library Technology Project does 

LTP has completed or is working on projects in its five program areas, as follows: 


TESTING AND EVALUATION. Library equipment and supplies evaluated by LTP include: 
Office-type quick laminating machines; library adhesives and adhesives for labeling; 
catalog card stock; electric erasers; film coatings; record players equipped with ear¬ 
phones; casters for book trucks which must be moved over carpeting. A basic study of 
machines for copying from bound volumes has been completed and new models will be 
evaluated as they appear on the market. Another project evaluated microfilm reader- 
printers suitable for library use and testing of this equipment will continue. An investi¬ 
gation of microfiche, and the preparation and publication of a Manual of Library 
Furniture, and a handbook on floors and floor coverings for libraries are current projects. 


STANDARDIZATION. Through ALA's sponsorship of American Standards Association 
Sectional Committee Z85, ltp is working to develop standards for steel bookstacks, 
library furniture, including wood bookstacks and steel furniture, and library supplies. 

Another long-term project is concerned with the development of performance stand¬ 
ards for library binding. 


RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT, ltp projects have developed a new book marking sys¬ 
tem, a manuscript marking ink, and a borrower-participation charging device for which 
patent and marketing negotiations are under way. Pamphlet boxes developed by ltp 
are being sold by at least two library supply houses. Field testing of a prototype of a 
reusable shipping container is nearing completion. Improved containers for archival 
materials are under development. 

SYSTEMS STUDIES, ltp has completed two systems studies, one a comprehensive study 
of circulation control systems and the second a study of catalog card reproduction 
methods. 

A major study resulted in a guide to the physical protection of the library and its 
resources and library insurance, including a model insurance policy for libraries. 

TECHNICAL INFORMATION SERVICE. This service provides librarians and others with 
objective information and assistance on library supplies and equipment. The service is 
given by mail, telephone, or through personal visits. 







OF THE

Officially designated by the original grant from the 
Council on Library Resources as "A Program for 
Testing and Standardization of Library Equipment, 
Supplies, and Systems,” the Project has as its 
objective the exploration of ways and means by 
which modern technology and the principles of 
scientific management can be used to solve some 
of the administrative problems of libraries.
